Many out of state institu- 
tions are offering more 
scholarships with larger 
amounts than Louisiana in- 
stitutions. Texas, as well as

Last Thursday LSUS 
hosted the Northwest 
Louisiana Gubernatorial Fo- 
rum, an event that held im- 
portant implications for our 
school and the area as a 
whole. The top four candi- 
dates in the race to be- 
come Louisiana's new 
governor, Walter Boasso, 
D, John Georges, I, Fos- 
ter Campbell, 
Bobby Jindal, R, sat 
down in the UC auditori- 
um with members of the 
local media and answered 
questions regarding im- 
portant issues facing 
Northwest.Louisiana and 
LSUS itself. The questions 
covered a myriad of topics 
ranging from the completion 
of I-49, taxes and financing 
government, the new Cyber 
Command Center in Bossier 
City, and the future of LSUS 
including its Ph.D. program 
aspirations. 

Although LSUS's needs 
for Ph.D. programs and in- 
creased state involvement 
was raised, most of the at- 
tention for the university 
was drawn from questions 
regarding the Cyber Com- 
mand Center and the impor- 
tance of higher education in 
the area as it continues to 
grow economically. The 
candidates generally agreed 
that the entire state has a

need for LSUS to offer de- 
gree programs that can edu- 
cate our community in a 
more specialized way. 

John Georges, who touted 
his experience in business, 
higher education, and other

ing the Louisiana Board of 
Regents, said he believed 
that our economy in north- 
west Louisiana and the state 
as a whole is ready for 
LSUS “to be a big time col- 
lege” that can offer higher, 
more specialized degrees to 
its students and community. 

Walter Boasso, state legis- 
lator and business owner, 
said it is time to “break the 
bonds of the Board of Re- 
gents” and give LSUS full 
funding for Ph.D. programs. 

Boasso also said he want- 
ed to consolidate the med- 
ical and research fields in the 
area into one centralized lo- 
cation to be housed through 
LSUS. He believes more

funds need to be given to 
LSUS to develop its educa- 
tional programs and to help 
LSUS become a major play- 
er in the state’s higher edu- 
cation system. 

Bobby Jindal, current 
U.S. Representative for 
Louisiana, said we need 
to “take politics out of 
higher education.” 
Jindal said he would 
like to see all the state’s 
universities begin to im- 
plement more programs 
specialized in academic 
concentrations that are 
the most relevant to the 
communities in which 
they are located. Jindal stat- 
ed that he believed the states 
higher education system 
spreads itself too thin with 
too many “repeat offerings” 
in degree programs that do 
not allow Louisiana’s col- 
leges to “specialize in de- 
grees” for their students. 

Foster Campbell stated 
that he would “fully fund 
LSUS for higher degree pro- 
grams including Ph.D. and 
others.” 

Rarely deviating from his 
campaign platform, Camp- 
bell offered his experience 
with the Shreveport commu- 
nity and the needs of the 
people here as the reason he 
deserves the votes of the lo- 
cal community.

Space... the final frontier. On December 7, 2005, Secretary of the Air Force Michael W. 
Wynne and Chief of Staff of the Air Force General T. Michael Moseley announced that cy- 
ber space is an official domain of the United States Air Force. To conquer and control this 
domain Top Brass would need a new state-of-the-art military joint operation, which would 
include all branches of the military that would encompass all aspects of air, space, and 
cyberspace. The military’s answer to this new threat... Cyber Command. 

On Sept. 18, at a celebration of the Air Force’s 60th birthday, Air Force Secretary Wynne 
announced that Barksdale Air Force Base would be the official headquarters of the 
“provisional” Cyber Command. 

“To ensure our success in this domain, we are standing up a new command... and we 
wish it well.” Wynne said. The command, headed by General Bob Elder, is scheduled to be 
completed in October of 2009, and a final decision is to be made next June. 

Cyber Command’s task is, “to deliver the full spectrum of effects we will evolve a 
coherent enterprise, with war-fighting ethos, ready to execute any mission in peace, crisis 
and war,” General Moseley said. “We will foster a force of 21st century warriors, capable 
of delivering the full spectrum of kinetic and non-kinetic, lethal and non-lethal effects 
across all three domains. This is why we are starting up an operational command for cyber- 
space, capable of functioning as a supported or supporting component of the joint force.” 

It will be the most technologically advanced arm of the military’s might. This United 
States Strategic Command headquarters will be responsible for early detection and warning 
systems, and defense against long range missile attacks. It also will be in charge of protect- 
ing U.S. sovereignty by defending the nation from attacks on its electronic and information 
systems, along with the offensive capability to attack enemy computer and communications 
systems. 

This means the new Air Force cyber command would generate thousands of jobs and 
millions of dollars in revenue for the state of Louisiana. It will be a major boost for the 
states economy. The future is now, and the first battle of any future war is going to be for 
command of air, space, and cyberspace.

New class targets racism

Next semester, a new class in the form of a symposium 
will take place at LSUS. Different disciplines will come to- 
gether to give students a new perspective on racism. The 
symposium will be an innovative project for LSUS. 

Several teachers from the Department of History and So- 
cial Sciences will take part in the class which promises to 
be both educational and interesting. According to Michael 
Leggiere Ph. D., associate professor of history and chair of 
the department, the idea behind the symposium is to offer a 
course where all disciplines can give their perspective on a 
modern issue: racism. 

“The course will not be focused only on black and white 
race issues,” Leggiere said. 

“In Louisiana we only see one version of racism and we 
are not aware of how complex it truly is,” said Kyle 
Thomas, senior, history. 

Thomas said he thought the symposium would be a good 
starting point for LSUS to raise awareness among students 
on the subject of racism. 

Different instructors will talk about different subjects 
every week. Cheryl White Ph. D., instructor of history and 
social sciences, will talk about the intellectual origins of 
anti-Semitism in early Christianity during a lecture titled 
“Christ Killers.” Blake Dunnavent, associate professor of 
history and social sciences, will discuss wartime racism in 
his lecture. “Racism in the U.S Military during the Vietnam 
War.” Leggiere’s lecture will be titled “Global Perspective 
on Genocide.” 

The class will be offered Monday afternoons in the 
spring semester. It can be found under SOCL 490, CJ 490, 
POLI 490, and GS 490. Any student will be able to take it 
without prerequisites. It will not include tests, but there will 
be written assignments due every Friday based on the 
lectures given. “It will be a very hands-on class,” Leggiere 
said, “Students will watch movies and guests speakers will 
be welcomed.”

First, the wording doesn’t preclude basing grades on attendance. That’s the basis of a great deal of my Presidency, so I can 
tell you that might be a sticking point for the SGA. It comes very close though, and I’m very encouraged that the adminis- 
tration has heard the voice of the students on this issue.

$1 million in attempts to balance the falling numbers. Noel-Levits Corp was appointed in 2002 to oversee recruitment and 
retention efforts at LSUS and other institutions. With their help, LSUS has implemented several plans to improve student 


population. 


“LSUS is committed to excellence and will continue to actively engage on solutions to the problem of low student en- 
rollment,” said Raines. “We are taking measures to improve faculty advising, retention, and recruiting.”
